ley of Kentucky. 


The Kentuckian punched and 
jabbed unceasingly at his republi- 
can foes—calling the Harding ad- 
ministration- the "darkest chapter 
of public betrayal in the history 
of this or any other nation," heap- 
Ing blame on President Coolidge 
and Secretary Mellon for an "orgy 
of speculation and Inflation that 
had no foundation In real values," 
and terming the republican plank 
on prohibition "a promiscous ag- 
glomoration of scrap-lumber/'

;~xhobitant and fndefehsible rates"

and promised 'to-lift tariff making

* The keynoter gave over the ma- 
jor part of his speech to mistakes 
he charged to the republican par- 
ty since 1920. He did go into the 
prohibition question rather deeply, 
however, and urged that the con- 
vention recommend the passage by 
congress of a resolution submitting 
a repealer of the 18th amendment 
for ratification 
by

Should Be Plain. . 
'If the people are to pass again 


upon this question," he declared, 
"let 
them pass upon it in such 
bald, naked and unequivocal terms 
as to make their decision intelli- 
gent and certain." 
The history of the stock market 
"boom" was recounted and blame 
for the collapse was placed on the 
leaders at the helm of the nation. 
Earkley said expenses of the na- 
tional government had Increased 
under President Coolidge "more 
than $850,000,000." He gave credit 
to the present democratic house 
for reducing President 
Hoover's 


requests for apropriatlons "by more 
than $100,000,000." 
He bespoke enactment of laws 
setting up co-operative agencies 
through which the farmer may 
work out his own problems over a 
period of years along with a rec- 
ommendation to take the govern- 
ment out of "the dubious adven- 
ture of speculation" in farm prod- 
ucts, and installation at the head 
of the department of agriculture 
of a secratory who has "some 
knowledge of the subject and some 
sympathy for those who struggle 
with it."

He promised that the democrats 


would "abolish every useless office, 
every unnecessary bureau and com- 
mission" and proposed, that the 
democrats solve the tariff problem 
by inaugurating friendly interna-

The switch came after a check 
up of the delegations' showed the 
result on abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule to be hanging by a 
very narrow margin but the Roose- 
veltians insisted up to the last 
that/they had the .votes. 


."Whether the .Roosevelt' boaroVof 
strategy here had conferred, 
the governor before his order came 
was hot made known. The end of 
the fight for abrogation was sig- 
nalled as the .Roosevelt chieftain 
called in Southern 'leaders for con- 
ferences, late in the morning aft- 
er Alabama and North Carolina 
two Roosevelt

Willing -to .stand on, the two-

The state output was cut down 
to a daily average of 459,430 bar- 
rels last week, the California Oil 
World estimated today.

According to the United 


States Public Health Service, 
the public health nurse is a 
constructive force for the 
betterment of the individual, 
the family, and the commu- 
nity health.. Her work has 
three aspects: It is educa- 
tional, preventive, and cur- 
ative. 
It is not a simple 


task to uproot habits which 
have become deeply en- 
trenched especially when 
they are to be supplanted 
by other habits which are 
or seem to be less conveni- 
ent or comfortable. Here is 
the public health 
nurse's 


first opportunity and re- 
sponsibility—to_ explain and 
tiem'onstrate to individuals 
the principle of personal hy- 
giene and to help them ap- 
ply it in their everyday liv- 
ing in 
then 
homes 
and 


schools and their workshops. 
Her second function is that 
of 
prevention 
of 
disease 


through early recognition of 
symptoms and through per- 
suading men and women to 
seek medical advice before 
they 
are ill. Preventive 


measures include the super- 
vision of expectant mothers, 
the supervision of the health 
of babies and preschool chil- 
dren, efforts to have the 
physical defects of children 
diagnosed and corrected, to 
assist in improving the san- 
itary conditions of homes 
and school buildings, to find 
undiscovered cases of tuber- 
culosis, scarlet fever, and 
other communicable diseases 
and to stimulate the accept- 
ance of protective measures 
'or the prevention of diph- 
;heria, scarlet fever, and ty- 
phoid 
fever. 
These 
and 


•nany other preventive activ- 
ities are part of her daily 
routine. 


nurse, and in this connection 
she not only cares for the 
indigent sick but teaches 
some of the family how to 
care for the sick in her ab- 
sence. Illness of one mem- 
ber has its effect upon the 
health of others; 
and 
so 


hand in hand with caring 
for the sick goes the teach- 
ing of health and the pre- 
vention of disease. 


The influence of the pub- 


lic health nurse should be 
far-reaching, because of her 
intimate contact with the 
home, and because of her 
ability to help with her own 
hands when there is sick- 
ness or suffering. Perhaps 
no approach gives the pub- 
lic health nurse a better en- 
try into the homes of the 
people than that of caring 
for the sick. We have found 
that demonstration to the 
family of the practice of 
cleanliness, of sick-room hy- 
giene, of skilled nursing 
care, does more to convert 
them almost unconsciously 
to a more healthful way of 
living than could be done 
by mere verbal instruction, 
no matter how carefully giv- 
en.

SUDDEN BUT BRIEF REVOLU- 
TION STAGED IN BANGKOK 


WITH ONE DEAD 


BANKOK, Siam, June 24. 


W—A constitutional mon- 
archy was established in 
Siam today after a sudden 
but brief revolution in which 
only one man was killed. 


The army and navy re- 


belled without warning and 
the city was taken completely by 
surprise as mutinous troops pour- 
ed into the street afoot and la 
military 
tanks. 
A number of 


them had machine guns. 
The rebels invaded the palace 


find captured several members of 
the royal family, a number of cab- 
inet ministers 
and other high 


government 
officials whom they 
Imprisoned In the building. 


The navy chiefs sent a warship 


to Huahln where King Prajadhi- 
pok and 
Queen 
Kambai 
were 


spending a holiday. The leader of 
that expedition was ordered to 
bring the monarch and his consort 
back to Bangkok. 


The mass of the people appar- 
ently took no part in the move- 
ment and in the main the city 
was quiet. 


Prince Parlbatra and Prince Pur- 
a chatra were among the prison- 
ers and In the course of the after- 
noon the rebel leaders announced 
the traditional absolute monarchy 
had given way to a constitutional 
monarchy. 


King Prajadhipok, who succeed- 
ed to the throne of his brother in 
1925, was expected back in the 
capital very soon. Apparently the 
rebels were willing that he should 
continue to reign. 


They announced, however, their 


object was to restrict the king's 
absolute 
power, -eliminate 
the 


princes entirely from the govern- 
ment and force resignation of the 
cabinet, a body which consists of 
the heads of the various depart- 
ments of state. . It* members all 
are princes. 


Telegraph and telephone service 
out of the country was interrupted.

Later in the Interview he dis- 
closed plans for granting auffrage 
to the people of Siam. . 
"We are planning a new munici- 
pal law to experiment with the 
franchise," he said. "Under this 
law the people would be permitted 
to elect some of their municipal 
councilors. .It is not yet a law, 
you understand, it Is Just a pro- 
ject now. 
"It is4 my opinion that the be- 


ginning of suffrage should be in 
the municipalities. I believe that 
the people should have a voice in 
local affairs. We are trying to 
educate them up to it. I think 
it would be a mistake for us to 
have 
parliamentary 
government 


until people have learned to exer- 
cise the franchise through exper- 
ience in local government." 
He made it clear that any poli- 
tical rights granted to the people 
would be on his own initiative, say- 
ing that "in Siam any new move- 
ment must come from above, not 
by pressure from below."

it shall make its application to thn 
city council of the town in whlcn 
the raise is desired," he said. "If 
the city council takes no action 
on this application for a raise 
within sixty days it can then bring 
the case to the railroad commis- 
sion and If the commission falls to 
act upon the application within 
sixty days the utility can then 
take the matter to the courts. 


"The 
law does not provide the 


procedure that shall be followed 
when a raise in rates is desired in 
unincoporated towns or communi- 
ties or incorporated towns of 500 
population or less. 


"In asking the attorney general 


to institute proceedings to prevent 
the raise in rates in these commu- 
nlies it was the commission's be- 
lief that as nearly the same pro- 
cedure should be followed in these 
smaller towns and communities as 
would be followed In Incorporated 
towns of over 500 population.

FARMJIELIEF BILL 


WASHINGTON, Jhme 23.—WV- 
An emergency one year farm re- 
lief bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive Ralney, (he Democratic lead- 
er, was approved today by the 
house agriculture committee. 


The bill Is a modification of the 
domestic allotment plan of farm 
relief and, although originally In- 
tended to apply only to wheat, 
cotton and hogs, was amended to 
cover vlrtuajlv all 
other 
staple 
commodities, including corn, tobac- 
co, livestock and dairy products. 
It directs the secretary of agri- 


culture to determine the percent- 
age of total domescic production 
of a commodity that will be need- 
ed for domestic consumption. 
Each producer then Is Issued ad- 
justment certificates covering hi* 
share of the announced rtomtltle 
consumption of his produce. These 
cirtlflcates would be redeemable 
at their face value, the money to 
be paid the producer out of a "do« 
mestic adjustment fund " 


This fund would be obtained by 
an adjustment charge levied on 
the processor, equal to the amount 
of tariff protection on the com, 
modity. 
For wheat, It would be 


42 cents a bushel, for cotton flr» 
cents a pound and for hogs twa 
cents a pound.
